The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The declaration filed 7/3/08 presents additional evidence for prevention of 
additional infectious disease conditions, caused by the alphavirus SAAR86 or the 
protozoan parasite Leishmania, using the peptide CEL-1000 (which is disclosed in the 
specification as a form of DerG). On reconsideration, there is sufficient evidence that 
the claimed peptides are effective as immunostimulants/immunomodulators in general, 
and effective against a variety of infectious conditions including two unrelated viruses 
and two unrelated protozoal parasites. However, since the generic term "parasites" also 
includes very different macroparasites such as tapeworms, nematodes, liver flukes, etc, 
the evidence on the record is insufficient to convince one skilled in the art that the 
peptides are effective against the whole genus of "parasites."
